Certainly we would lose 
one of our most delicious foods 
well as a vital supply of protein. 
Milk 
protein, 
health authorities 
tell us. is well adapted to supply 
the protein needs of the body of 
the growing child, and of the adult.

supplements

acids 
lacking in proteins of other foods 
in the diet. 
Milk proteins are most com pletely 
digested and absorbed of all food 
proteins, and no other protein sup­ 
ply, unless possibly the egg.

| supply as much efficient protein as 
in a small amount as milk. 
Tile bones of very young children 
are flexible or “calcium poor.” 
N a­ 
tu r e knew what she was about when 
she appointed milk as the first food 
for infants. Liberal amounts of cal­ 
cium are essential in the diet of 
children.
